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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The specification lacks sectional headings and could benefit from editorial polishing 
insofar as the translation is somewhat awkward and stilted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for "the three way thermostat" in claim 2, and "the load 
dependent... temperature" in claims 3, 4, 6, and 7. 

Claims 4 and 7 must recite that it is the valve that is operated to accomplish the flow. Claim 5 is 
merely a desired result lacking method steps to accomplish it. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suzuki (6325026). 
Figure 1 shows a cut-off valve 23 that will allow coolant flow to the heater 7 only when the 
temperature is above a predetermined value. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Suzuki as 

applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Branson (2471514). 

Branson discloses a safety type thermostat that opens upon failure (coL 3, lines 20-35); 

therefore to use such a thermostatic cut off valve in Suzuki as a fail safe measure would have 

been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 



Claims 2-4, 6, and 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
